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DETAILED ACTION 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to 
the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor 
and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was 
made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103© and potential 35 



U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-7 and 15-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over GB 
772,144A combined with Turner 4,264,370. 

GB Patentee c 144 discloses and teaches mixtures containing aluminum alkyl acetoacetate 
compounds and glycol compounds or polyalkylene glycols that are useful as ink additives, note 
page 1 column 2, lines 56-69 and line 76 to page 2, column 1, line 43 and column 2, lines 75-78. 

Turner teaches and discloses mixtures containing aluminum and glycol compounds as 
suitable ink additives, note claim 1, examples and column 3, lines 8-57. Turner further suggests 
trisubstituted compounds as the preferred aluminum compounds, note column 3, lines 30-46. 

It be obvious to the skilled artisan in the art that GB Patentee ' 144 solution compositions 
comprising aluminum and glycol ether compounds include Turner's suggested aluminum 
compounds containing three substituted ligand of formula I rendering the instant claimed 
compositions/ compounds obvious and process of making the same. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

Claims 18-22 are rejected under 35. U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention.

0^-Claim 18 (and its dependent claims) is indefinite for 'aluminum alkylate" appearing in line 



3 after formula (I), which contradicts the description appearing in the bridging paragraph on pages 
2-3 of the instant application for "aluminum alcoholate". 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 



pj\ Claims 3-4, 6-7, 17 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3-4, 6-7 and 17 are indefinite for "any of in line 1 which does not further limit the 
claim. Claim 7 is further indefinite for "such as". Claim 22 is indefinite for "a composition 
produced by any of claims 18-21" which is claimed an "aluminum compound" not a composition. 
Clarification is requested. 

Regarding claim 7, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MEP. 
§ 2173.05(d). 

The prior art cited but not applied further teach aluminum compounds and glycol ethers of 
t same nature as claimed by applicants.
